forlorne; ſo that is a very forlorne and na- 
ked conſcience, which js deſtitute of the 
knowledge of the word: And as it is an 
eaſie matter to leade the blinde out ofthe 
way; ſo the ignorant are eaſily lead, and 
taken in the ſnares of the Diuell. And 
this reproueth the negligence of ſuch, 
who are not carefull co apply themſclues 
with all diligence to the ſtudy of the 
word: our negligence herein being the 
cauſe of the barrelineſſe of knowledge in 
theſe plentifull times. If men would be- 
ſtow that time in the ſtudy of the word. 
which they for the moſt part beſtow, ſome 
in hunting and hawking, ſome in dicing 
and carding; ſome in drinking, ſwilling, 
and following bad company, ſome infloth 
and idleneſſe, thus wiſely redeeming the 
time, then certainely knowledge would a- 
bound 
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bound among vs, as the waters that co- 
uer the ſea. Euen as in matters of the 
world, though a man have neuer ſo good 
aTradez yet without labour and diligence 
be can doe no good in it: and asthe dili- 
ſhall beare rule, and ſtand before — 
Kings, ſo knowledge ſhall increaſe to the f 
— when the vegligent ſhall be vn- 
der darkneſſe. 
There are two — cauſes among 
many, which ought to provoke our dili- 
herein, The Difficulty, and the Vti- 
of the Seriptures : The Scriptures ate 
dificule and hard, but fit ſt not to all; but 
to them which periſh, and to them which 2. Cor.. 
are naturall, and haue not the ſpirit: but to 1. Cor. >. 
them which haue receiued the enlighte- *+ 
ning ſpirit, it is otherwiſe: God, who com- 
manded the light to ſhine out of darke- 
nefle, ſhining into their hearts, and gi- 
ving them « light ofthe knowledge of 
Cod, in the face of Ieſus Chriſt; Second- 2. Cor. 4.6. 
they are difficult, but not alwayes, the 
d more and more ſcattering the dark- 
nefſe of the mindes of his elect Children, 
by bis holy ſpirit, Thirdly, they are diffi- 
cult, but not all: for in the foundation of

And another : The writers of 
holy Scripture are in ſome things like An- 
gels, deſcending tothe capacity ofthe 
ſumpleſt; and in ſome things as Angels, 
rranſcending the capacity of the learned. 
eſt. And againe, In the holy Scriptures 
ſome things are open, and ſome things 
obſcure : thoſe are for our nouriſhment, 
theſe for our exerciſe : by thoſe our hun- 
ger is ſtaied, in theſe our — And 
indeed, this variety addeth to the excel 
lency of the Scriptures, as in the globe of 
the earth, ſome land,and ſome ſea,makes 
both the more eſteemed ; and in the land, 
ſome hilles, and ſome vallies makes both 
the more delightſome ; and asthe Som- 
mer is ſo much the more welcome, aftera 
hard and ſtormy Winter: euen ſo this 
mixture in the word, maketh both the 
more pleaſing, and continueth the *

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of our defire to ſtudy : which if it were all 
alike, would ſoone be dulled. 

{Theſe reaſons may be rendred why the 
Lord would bane ſome things in his word 
to be thus folded vp in the clouds of ob- 
ſcuriryzmaking(as ir were) datkneſſe their 
pauillion : Firſt that we might know, and 
acknowledge the ynderſtanding of the 
word to be the gift of God. Secondly, to 
tame the pride and arrogancy of our na- 
wre, which would ſoone appeare, if all 
things were obuious and cafie at the firſt 
fight,Thirdly,that we ſhould nor vilipend 
and make light reckoning of the word: 
for this is our corruption: Proffered kind- 
nefle, or grace is not eſteemed. Fourth. 
ly,that impure dogges, and ſwine may be 
kept from holy thing. Fifthly, that wee 
ſhould make high account of the miniſte- 
ry ofthe word, ordained forthe opening 
and interpreting of the ſame. Sixthly, to 
ſtirre vs vp to prayer, and to continuall di- 
ligence and paines in the hearing and rea- 
ding of it : As matters of great difficulty, 
ue not compaſſed (we ſee) with ordinary 
paines, 

Many by reaſon ofthe difficulty of the 
divine Oracles, doe quite giue over the
